New York Judge Is Sure of 
307 Delegates Up to Date, 
While Hearst Has Not 

More Than 146. _

‘Washington, D. C., June 11.—[Special.]~— 
Within the last week or so the democratic 
situation has cleared up materially Nowhere 
has there been such development, however, 
as in New Jersey. Seventeen of the twenty- 
four delegates from that state have agreed 
to support Parker. The delegation acts un- 
der the unit rule and the vote for Parker was 
taken only after personal assurances had 
been given to each delegate that Grover 
‘Cleveland could not and would not be a can- 
didate, that he did not desire the delegation 
to vote for him, that he would decline the 
honor if nominated by the democratic con- 
vention, and finally on the whole that he pre- 
ferred Parker to any one who had any chance 
for the nomination. 

Eleven out of the seventeen Parker dele- 
gates met In Jersey City and there received 
written assurances from the other six, who 
also declared themselves for Parker. This 
action was taken openly and in direct opposi- 
tion to the wishes of former Senator James 
Smith, who sought to keep the delegation as 
a whole uncommitted to any candidate. As 
Parker has more than two-thirds of the dele- 
gation the vote of the state will be cast for 
him on the first ballot, but as a matter of 
courtesy to Mr. Smith, who is popular with | 
New Jersey democrats, he will be chosen 
chairman of the delegation. 


Parker’s Gains During the Week. 


During the last week Judge Parker also has 
gained materially in other sections of the 
country. The twenty-six votes of Georgia 
were instructed for him, although such ac- 
tion is not customary in that state. Besides 
that, Kentucky and West Virginia directed 
their delegations to act under the unit rule, 
and selected almost unanimous delegations 
in each case. There were local fights in Ken- 
tucky and Virginia, but the anti-Parker men 
are exceedingly few in number, and will be 


swallowed up in each case by the operation | — 
of the unit rule. Im these three southern | 


states Judge Parker gained seventy-six 
votes during the last week. Adding the 
twenty-four of New Jersey, which were 
made certain for him, the New York judge 
has developed a reasonably ceftain gain of 
100 votes in a single week. 


Estimate a Conservative One. 


In the table above I have endeavored to 
put down the delegates already elected, de- 
termining their positions only by the instruc- 
tions by public and uncontested declarations 
of preferences and by the general estimates 
of well informed men, who are not interested 
in any candidate. The doubtful column in- 
cludes almost all those delegates about whom 
there is any difference of opinion. 

Forty states and territories have held con- 
ventions or direct primaries and consjderably 
more than two-thirds of all the delegates to 
the St. Louis gathering have been chosen. 
On.the basis of the table given above Judge 
Parker seems to have already easily in sight 
about 40 per cent of the total number. His 
managers claim he will go into the conven- 
tion on the first ballot with nearly, if not 


‘quite, a majority. 


List of Parker Preferences. 

In making up the Parker column he has 
a great lead owing to thé fact that five great 
states, including two from the east, two 
from the south, and one from the west actu- 
ally have instructed their delegates for him 
as follows: 

Connecticut 14|fenmessee .......... 24 

This is a pretty good nucleus, because 
these votes must be cast for Parker on the 
first ballot, no matter what may happen 
between now and the time when the con- 
vention meets on July ‘6. 

There should be added, however, a table 
of preferences, which, it must be explained, 
are not mere guesses at the intentions of 
delegates, being based in every case on 
something much more substantial. 

Alabama openly indorsed Parker and de- 
clared for the unit rule, which is the next 
thing to instructions. Virginia did much 
the same thing, and Kentucky elected an 
overwhelming majority of strong Parker men 
who will go to St. Louis under the unit rule 
so as to neutralize entirely the opposition 
of ‘“‘ Joe” Blackburn, who is only opposing 
Parker as a means of fighting the state ad- 
ministration. South Carolina, as I explained 
once before, did not instruct its delegates, 
but they were required to stand up in con- 
vention and declare themselves. They oper- 
ate under the unit rule, so that it is entirely 
safe in the case of these four states from the 
solid south to credit them to Parker, at least 
for the first ballot. ; 


How Other States Line Up. 


The New Hampshire delegates have de- 
clared themselves for Parker personally, al- 
though they are free to change their minds. 
The same thing is true of the Parker men 
from Kansas and Florida... They are not in- 
structed, but have been openly for Parker. 
New Jersey was in the doubtful column only 
because of the possibility that Mr. Cleveland 
might after all be a candidate. He has been 
eliminated from the race and the majority 
of the delegates actually has declared for 
Parker, 80 he will get the votes of this ad.

Prince George Governs the Island 


RIGHTS OF PEOPLE IGNORED. 


Constitution Trampled Under Foot and 
Ministers’ Advice Rejected. | 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
. LONDON, June 11.—Nearly six years ago 
the European powers, with much mutual 
congratulation, thought they had ended tHe 
Cretan treubles when they selected Prince 
George of Greece as high commissioner. The 
Cretans, too, received the prince with the 
heartiest welcome when he took over the 
administration from the hands of the in- 
ternational admirals and pledged to devote 
himself “‘to the pacification of the island 
and the welfare and prosperity of its popu- 
lation.” 

This population, which so long aspired to 
autonomous constitutional government, 
thought then it had attained its ambition, 


are under the worst form of tyranny, that of 
a petty despot. 7 
Makes His Own Constitution. 

So anxious were the Cretans to gratify 
Prince George that they granted his every 
demand. First, the whole constitufion 
was drawn up under his supervision. Then 
his allowance was raised from $380,000 to 
$40,000, one-twenty-fifth of the island’s total 
revenues. Then successively he secured sov- 
ereign privileges. He is responsible to no 
one and not subject to any restraint. He 
directly appoints the ten members of the 
Cretan parliament. He insists on restrictions 
on the press amounting to suppression. Sub- 
sequently he replaced the higher administra- 
tion Cretan officials by Greeks from Athens. 
Twenty-one out of thirty-nine officials now 
are Greeks. 


‘Usurps People’s Rights. 

Finally the prince asked the right of ap- 
pointing the mayors and numerous members 
of all the county borough councils, who 
from time immemorial have been elected 
the deepest sense of repugnance. :

Prince George reduced it to the merest farce.

Prominent Citizens Abused.

He first 
asked the senior member of the committee, 
the white haired Papayannis, president of 
the revolutionary committee in the great 
rising in 1866, to say what the petition was 
about, addressing him as “old fool” 
and “ old wretch.”” Then he attacked another 
member as a demagogue without patriotism, 


self-respect, or sense. When the latter re- 


monstrated the prince replied: “ Shut up, 
you villain; but for you and the —— old 
priest, Kalaidas, there would be no trouble.”

SAYS HE FAILS TO PAY LOANS 


Defendant Resident of Athletic Club 
and Member of Others. 


The $2,500 automobile of Harris H. Hurl- 
but, member of the Chicago Athletic club, 
the Calumet club, and the Washington Park 
club, has been attached because of Mr. Hurl- 
but’s failure to meet notes to the amount of 
$2,500 due’ Mrs. Hester W. Brown, 46 Pine 
Grove avenue, both on personal loans and 
money received to be invested. | 

Mrs. Brown says she trusted Hurlbut im 
plicitly, having known him from infancy.

ADMIRAL BARKER’S WARSHIPS

Prompt Action Will-Be Taken to Pre- 
vent Disorder Among WNatives— 
Morocco Attitude Satisfactory. 


PARIS, June 11.—Information from Lisbon 
regarding Rear Admiral Barker’s plans for 
the American squadron of battleships there 
is that the squadron will go to Tangier if 
disorders take place ashore among the na- 
tives. The squadron has an equipment of 
about 2,400 men, which would give a large 
landing force, if necessary, for the preserva- 
tion of order.

OF FIGHT IN 


Order to Col. Younghusband’s Expedi- 
tion to Advance Greeted with Enthu- 


siasm by Troops—Encounter with 


. Natives Not Thought Of, Even After 


Attempt to Disarm Them Had Been 


Made—Whole Affair Sudden and 
Sanguinary. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, june 2.—Edmund Candler, the 
correspondent’ of the Daily Mall, who was 
almost killed by Tibetans in their first en- 
counter with Col. Younghusband’s expedi- 
tion, gives the following account of the af- 
“At Tuna, on the evening of April 29, it was 
given: out in orders that a reconnoissance 
in force was to be made the next morning 
and two companies of the .Twenty-third 
Pioneers left at Guru. The Tibetan camp 
at the Hot Springs lay right across our line 
of march, and the hill that flanked it was 
lined with their sangars. They must eithcr 
fight or retire. 


Day of Fight Bitterly Cold. 

“The morning of the 30th was bitterly cold. 
An icy. wind was blowing, and snow was lying 
on the ground.’ I put on my thick sheep's 
skin for the first time for two months, and 
I owe my life to that. . 

“ About an hour after leaving Tuna, two 
or three Titan messengers rode out from 
their camp # interview Col. Younghusband. 
They got down from their ponies and began 
chattering in an excited manner like a flock 
of frightened parrots. It was evident to us, 
not understanding the language, that they 
were entreating us to go back. Being met 
with the usual answer, they mounted de- 
jectedly and rode off at a galiop to their

on after they had disappeared another 


| group of horsemen. were geen riding toward 


us. These proved to be the Lhassa Depon, ac- 
companied by an influential lama and a small 


escort. The Lhassa Depon repeated the en- 
treaty of the messengers, and said that there 
would be trouble if we proceeded. Col. 


Younghusband’s reply was terse and to the 
point. 

“* Tell .him,’ he said to Capt. O’Connor, 
the interpreter, ‘that we have been nego- 
tiating with Tibet for fifteen years; that I 
“myself have been waiting for eight months 
to meet responsible representatives from 
Lhassa, and that the mission is now going on 
to Gyangtse. Tell him that we have no wish 
to fight and that he would be well advised 
if he ordered his soldiers to retire. Should 
they “remain blocking our path I will ask 
Gen. Macdonald to remove them.’ 


Tibetans Prepare to Fight. 

‘** As we advanced we could see the Tibetans 
running up the hill to the left to occupy the 
sangars. To turn their position Gen. Mac- 
donald deployed the Eighth Gurkhas to the 
crest of the ridge; at the same time the pion- 
eers, the Maxim detachment of the Norfolk, 
and mountain battery were deployed on the 
right until the Tibetans’ position was sur- 
rounded. 
The maneuver was completely successful. 
The Tibetans on the hill, finding themselves 
outflanked by the Gurkhas, ran down to the 


cover of the wall by the main camp, and the | 


whole mob was encircled by our troops. 

** No one dreamed of the sangninary action 
that was impending. 
hastily scribbled a dispatch on my saddle 
to the effect that the Tibetan position had 
been taken without a shot being fired. Then 
the disarming began. - The Tibetans were 
told that if they gave up their arms they 
would be allowed to go off unmolested. But 
they did not wish to give up their arms. . 

“It was a ridiculous position, Sikh and 
Mongol swaying backwards and forwards 
as they wrestled for the possession of swords 
and. matchlocks. Perhaps the humor of it 
made one careless of the underlying danger. 


Actual Fight Is Started. 

“Accounts differ as to h this wrestling 
match developed into war; how to the delight 
of the troops the toy show became the ‘ real 
thing.” Of one thing I am certain—that a 
rush .wes made in the southeast corner before 
a shot was fired. If there had been any fir- 
ing I would not have been wandering about 
by the Tibetan flank without a revolver in 
my hand. As it was my revolver was buried 
in the breast pocket of my Norfolk jacket 
under my poshteen. 

* The attack itn the southeast corner was so 
sudden that the first man was on me before 
JI had time to draw my revolver. He came 
at me with his sword lifted in both hands 
over his head. He had a clear run of ten

TOBHLIK LOSES HIS SUIT 


INSULTING CRITICISMS. 


Dr. Gehrmann Described Artist as 
. *Bloede Dreinschauenden” and as 
a “Miracle Worker Who Produces 
Nothing but Tones”—Court, in Ex- 
plaining Dismissal of Action, Thinks 
Word Specialist Is Justified—Ab- 
_sence of Flattery May Have Hurt. 


BERLIN, June 11.— Suit dismissed, with 
costs for the plaintiff,"" was the verdict of 
the court yesterday at Frankfort-on-the- 
Main in the suit which Kubelik, the violinist, 
brought against Dr. Gehrmann, the music 
critic of the Frankfurter ‘Zeitung, for what 
the violinist deemed insulting personalities 
in criticisms of his concerts. Dr. Gehrmann 
described Kubelik as a “‘ stupid looking man 
(bléde dreinschauenden), of superfine, effem- 
inate appearance,” an@ spoke of him as» 
,as a specialist and ‘“‘ miracle worker who 
produces nothing but tones.” 

The proceedings turned partly on the 
meaning of the word “ bléde,” which, ex- 
perts testified, was. used in north Germany 
in the sense of “ shy ” or “ expressioniess,”’ 
and the court noted that Dr. Gehrmeann came 
from Berlin to Frankfort. But Herr 
Schwarzchild, Kubelik’s lawyer, saw in the 
word that offensive personalities, charac- 
terizing Berlin musical criticism, were being 
introduced. 

Light on Word “Bloede.”’ 


The Frankfort lawyer also objected to the 
word “specialist,” which he claimed was 
only applicable to a.variety performer. Dr. 
Gehrmann’s. defense of the word “ bléde ”’ 
was that he only meant to say that Kube- 
lik riveted his. eyes on one spot when playing. 
The presiding judge took a hand in the 
proceedings and pointed out that he pos- 
sessed a pamphlet written against Wagner 
during the great composer’s lifetime aad de- 
signed to prove that Wagner wascrazy. Yet 
Wagner never once brought sult against his 
critics. The judge also claimed that Kubelik 
invited criticisms on his personal appear- 
ance by having full length portraits of him- 
self displayed in shop windows as advertise- 


ments. 

Court Explains Dismissal. 
The court, in explaining the reasons for 
the dismissal of the suit, said the word “ spe- 
cialist ’’ was justified, since Kubelik “ culti- 
vated the breakneck feats of a Paganini,” 
adding: 

“tt is now customary everywhere for 
critics to describe the personal appearance 
of artists for their readers who were not 
present at the concert, and Kubelik probably 
would have been better satisfied if the per- 
sonal description had been more flattering.”’ 

The court also said that the expression 
was not insulting, and added: 

“If Kubelik had a crooked nose and the 
critic mentioned it, that would not have been

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GIFTS FOR. MR. ROOSEVELT. 


One Is the Gavel First Used in the Orig- 
inal Roosevelt Club of 
| Chicago. 


Washington, D. C., June 11:.—President 
Roosevelt today received two gifts from 
Dan A. Brown of Chicago, president of the 
Original Roosevelt Club of Illinois, the or- 
ganization of which was effected on Sept. 
5, 1901. 

It ‘is said to have been the. first club or- 
ganized for the campaign of 1904 in. the 
United States. One present was the gavel, 
bound with silver and suitably engraved, pre- 
sented to Mr. Brown on the organization of 
the club. 

The other present was a campaign pin of 
solid gold, the design being intended to rep- 
resent a pair of nose glassee“Buch as the 
president wears, with an embossed likeness 
of Mr. Roosevelt in one lens and room for a 
similar likeness of the nominee for vice pres- 
ident in the other.

One of the speeches at the republican na- 
tional convention seconding the nomination 
of President Roosevelt will be made by Harry 
Smyth Cummings, a colored attorney of Bal- 
timore. Mr. Cummings will attend as a dele- 
gate from the Fourth congressional district 
of Maryland. 

During some time the party leaders have 
‘been considering having a negro speak for 
Rocsevelt. The choice was fixed on Cum- 
mings, because he is a good speaker, of high 
standing, and a representative negro. 

Born in Baltimore thirty-eight years ago, 
Cummings was the first negro to hold a po- 
litical position in his native city. He was 
elected to the city council in 1890 and served 
his third term in 1897. Cummings originated 
the idea of establishing a manual training 
school for colored boys. He now is a director 
on the part of the city in the management. 
of the Colored House of Reformation at 
Cheltenham, Md. 

The early education of the delegate was 
received at the public schools, whence he 
went to Lincoln university. near Carlisle, Pa. 
He studied in the office of a Baltimore attor- 
ney and at the Maryland university, where 
he graduated with honors. 

Attorney Cummings’ parents are both liv- 
ing. His grandparents on both sides were 
slaves, born in Baltimore county.

Gov. Bailey Wants Good Citizens.

officially of the matter. 

“ You may say, however,” continued the 
governor, “‘ that if the miners are coming to 
Kansas as peaceful and law abiding citizens 
looking for employment they will be made 
welcome. 

* Should, on the other hand. a body of law- 
less men seek to invade Kansas, Kansas will 
take care of them. I belleve that we are 
able to enforce the laws of our state, and if 
the occasion arises we will do so.

SIDE OF THE CASE 


Western Federation Issues Statement 
on Strike in Reply to Gen. Bell and 
Secretary Hamlin. 


Denver, Colo.. June 11.—The executive 
board of the Western Federation of Miners 
today issued a statement regarding the situ- 
ation in Cripple Creek in reply to the state- 
ments made by Gen? Sherman M. Bell and 
Secretary C..C.. Hamlin of the Cripple Creek 
District Mine Owners’ association. After 
telling the history of the strike and the 
miners’ reasons for it, the statement says: 

The responsibility for the lawlessness connected 
with the contests rests entirely on the shoulders of 
the mine operators, the Citizens’ alliance, and 
their allies, backed up by the ready power of the 
state government. The responsibility has been 
placed on these persons and organizations by Dis- 
trict Judge Theron Stevens, who denounced the 
military usurpation in Telluride in strong language 
from the bench; by District Judge N. Walter 
Dixon, republican, who openly condemns Gov. 
Peabody and severely criticises his acts, involving 
the deportation of men from the state without 
trial or other chance of hearing; by ex-Gov. Charles 
S. Thomas, who plainly points to the Mine Owners’ 
association and Citizens’ alliance as being respon- 
sible for the many outrages committed on the per- 
sons of helpless and innocent miners; by the recent 
democratic state convention, which denounces in 
scathing terms the line of policy pursued. 

The statement then charges the following 
offenses to the mine owners and Citizens’ 
alliance: 

The resignation of Sheriff Robertson of Teller 
county, forced. by a mob at the point of a pistol 
arfd a coil of rope; the forced resignation of Coro- 
ner Doran of Teller county, of the city marsha! of 
Victor, of various aldermen and justices of peace 
in the @istrict, the entire official directory of the 
city of Goldfield; assault upon and demolition of 
the union hall in Victor; forcible entrance into the 
four union codperative stores and destruction of 
the contents; destruction of the Victor Record by 
an armed mob; invasion of Dunnville, outside the 
military lines, by an armed force under military 
sSommand; arrest of men at their work and incar- 
ceration within the military lines; hundreds of 
men confined in inganitary bull pens; forcible 
shut down of the great Portland mind, employing 
union men, by order of the military commandant 
on the plea of military necessity, and subsequent 
Geportation of the men therein employed. ; 

In conclusion the federation declares: 

Absolutely no deaths have occurred during the 
contest for which the Western Federation of 
Miners can or ought to be held responsible. Some 
fifteen men were’ kilied in the Stratton Indepen4d- 
ence mine through the incompetency of the men 
émployed and the culpable negligence of the man- 
agement.

WOULD RUIN DOMINION. 


Experts at Washington Declare 
Imperial Government Might 
Exercise Veto Rights. 


Washington, D. C., June 11.—[Special.}— 
Unele Sam is not likely to be frightened by 
the threat of Canada to levy a new sys- 
tem of tariff schedules based on the differ- 
ence in prices between the United States and 
Canada. As Tux TRIBUNE explained yester- 
day the Canaan authorities are discussirg 
a scheme to impose an extra duty on foreign 
goods equa! to the differénce in prices in the 
two countries, the object being to prevent the 
“dumping” into Canada at ruinous prices 
of the surplus stocks of goods manufactured 
in the United States. 

The general opinion here is that such a law 
would be a distinct discrimination against 
the United States, whether the name of this 
country was specifically mentioned or not, 
This means instant retaliation by an execu- 
tive proclamation, and there is good ground 
for the belief that President Roosevelt would 
not wait long In executing the plain pro- 
visions of the Dingley law which provide for 
sweeping retaliation whenever discrimination 
is practiced by any country. This retaliation 
would the form of a special duty so 
heavy as to drive all the Canadian goods out 
of the United States and prevent the passage 
of Canadian goods in bond through this coun- 
try. This would destroy the commerce ¢f 
Canada, it is said, almost in a night. 


Imperial Government Might Intervene. 
' For this reason it is ‘believed the imperial 


prevent the passage of legislation which 
would provoke instant retaliation and de- 
prive Canada at once of its best and most 
profitable market. 

Furthermore, customs experts and legis- 
lators now in Waghington say the proposed 
law may look well enough on paper, but that 
it cannot be axecuted, owing to the impossi- 
bility of determining the actual selling prices 
at the exact time of importation, and the 
further impossibil{ty of preventing a change 
in the selling pri either uere Or in. Canada 
immediately after the duty is paid. 

On the whole, while the public men as a 
matter of courtesy to Great Britain will 
not discuss this proposed new Canadian 
tariff for publication, they declare it Utopian 
in the extreme and “ paternalism run mad.” 
All agree that it is a theory which from the 
nature of things cannot be put into practice. 


Where England Would Feel It. 

One of the best known experts of the house 
of representatives who has had a hand in 
fashioning the tariff laws for many years 
said tonight: 

“There is only one way In which Canada 
can attack the United States products with- 
out provoking interference from the imperial 
government of Great Britain. A Canadian 
tariff leveled directly at the products of the 
United States and based upon the difference 
of prices in this country and Canada would | 
be a discrimination, of course, against the 
United States. In applying a retaliatory 
duty we would be obliged to consider Canada 
merely as a province or state of Great 
Britain, and our rétaliation would therefore 


tire prohibition of all British goods as of 
merely Canadian products. It might be pos- 
sible for Canada to apply some such prin- 
ciple to articles manufactured in the United 
States of raw material imported from Cana- 


we rebate the amount of duty originally paid 
on the raw material on the ground that it 
does not get into competition with domestic 
manufactures. 

“ Canada might fix a discriminating duty in 
such a way as to compensate for this rebate, 
but anything beyond this would unsettle bus- 
iness conditions In Canada and would render | 
annexation so absolutely necessary that the | 
imperial government of Great Britain, to 
save Canada as well as its own trade with 
the United States, would be certain to exer- 
cise its veto power. 


People Would Rise in Revolt. 

“It is manifestly impossible to prevent. the 
dumping of surplus stocks either in our own J 
country or in a foreign land. If a manu- 
facturer in Pittsburg has an oversupply of 
goods, but has a good home market, he nat- 
urally will seek to dispose of his surplus at 
a slight sacrifice in such a way as not to dis- 
turb his home market. He will sell in Chi- 
cago or Toronto, according to conditions 


could not prevent#uch practices. Nonation 
is strong enough or possesses so efficient a 
police as to establish a uniform rate for all 
.articles at all times and at all places, and 
“no busirtess house and no country could with- 
stand the shock to trade caused by a con- 
stantly fluctuating rate of duty. The Cana- 
dians would be the only sufferers, and bank- 
ruptcy and distress there would be so 
extraordinary that merchants and manu- 
facturers of the United States would be enor- 
mous gainers, and the people of Canada 
would rise in revolt against the igriorance 
and infatuation of their rulers.” 


Could Not Enforce It. 


Tariff experts of the treasury, and also 
some of the best equipped men from the house - 
of representatives, were shown fuE TR1B- 
UNE’S summary of the proposed departure 
in the tariff laws of the dominion of Canada. 
They were unanimous in saying that in their 
opinion the new law could not be enforced 
either as against the United States or against 
any other nation. They unite in declaring 
such a tariff would result in a fluctuating 


conditions In Canada as to result in a com- 
mercial or even a political revolution. 

It also was intimated by one of the most 
important officers of the government that 
if such law were adopted .by Canada the 
. United States would retaliate within twenty- 
four hours and practically prohibit the im- 
portation of all Canadian goods. In fact, 
there was a consensus of opinion that the 
idea of an extra duty based on the prices of 
articles in the United States and Canada 
would not only be a discrimination against 
this country and in violation of the favored 
nation clause but also would be economically 
and politically unsound to such an extent as 
to render it almost absurd and silly.

REPORT THAT $3,000 WAS RAISED

Subscriptions toward the $3,000 are said to 
have been made in Bloomington, thé county 
seat of Monroe county, which is situated in 
the same judicial district as Bedford, the 
county seat of Lawrence county. No evi- 
dence has been obtained that any money was. 
subscribed at Bedford, a singular fact in the 
minds of the investigators. Several days 
may elapse before a complete statement is 
made regarding the outcome of the research 
now going on as to the manner in Which the 
money is alleged to have been raised.

ABNER M’KINLEY FOUND DEAD. 


denly at Home at Somerset, 
Pennsylvania. | 


"Somerset, Pa., June 11.—Abner McKinley, 
brother of the late president, was found dead 
in a chair in his home at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing. His death came without warning to 
his -famfily. His colored servant, who slept 
in his room, was up with him at 2 o’clock, and 
it is. not known at what time Mr. McKinley 
got up again, as he did not waken his servant. 
Mrs. McKinley walked into his room at 8 
o’clock and found him sitting tn a chair, cold 
and apparently dead. A physician was sum- 
moned, who said death had probably oc- 
curred two or three hours before. 

Mr. McKinley's death was due to. Bright's 
disease, which developed shortly after the - 
death of his distinguished brother, three 
years ago. Since then Mr. McKinley has de- 
voted nearly all his time in a vain attempt to 
overcome the fatal malady, consulting the 
most eminent physicians and traveling from 
one climfate to another. Two weeks ago he 
returned from Tampa, Fla.. where he had 
been for sIx weeks, and placed himself under 
the care of Dr. Henry Il. Marsden. The im- 
mediate cause of death was hemorrhage ofa 
blood vessel of the brain. 

The sufferer was not confined to bed. and 
yesterday afternoon took a drive into the 
country, accompanied by his wife. 


Burial Will Be at Canton. 
Canton, O., June 11.—The body of Abner 
McKinley will be brought to Canton for 
burial beside his mother and father in West- 
lawn cemetery. The widow and other mem- 
bers of the family accompanying the body 
will leave Somerset Sunday evening for Can- 
ton, and while here will remain at the home 
of Mrs. Ida S. McKinley, widow of the late 
president.

James 
McKinley died suddenly of apoplexy on a 
train near Newcastle, Pa., David McKinley 
was stricken in the same manner at San 
Francisco, and William McKinley was as- 
sassinated at Buffalo.

MUST BREAK | WITH THE PAST. 


D. H. Louderback Says Farther Chicago 
- Gets from It Easier Will Be 
Traction Settlement. 


The farther Chicago can. get away from 
the past and the traction methods of the 
past the easier will a settlement between 
city and corporation become, 
Louderback. 

Mr. Louderback arrived in Chicago from 
New York last night. He was the active 
manager in building the Union loop, the 
Northwestern Elevated. and most of the elec- 
tric lines on the north and northwest sides. 

‘* Tt seems plain enough to those who have 
studied the Chicago situation,” said Mr. 
“that the days of overcap- 
italization of street railroads, the paying of 
unearned dividends, anda general attitude of 
antagonism to the wants of the public and 
the suggestions of the municipality have 
gone, not to return. Any proposition for re- 
newal of franchises which suggests a good 


| return on investments, but not a fancy one, 
and service in accordance with the needs 


and the dignity of the city, should win fa- 
vorable consideration. 

“As I view the situation here, it is that 
some one master of the street railroad busi- 
ness is needed, not only in the operation of 
the lines but in dealing with the city, the 
public, and the financial situation. 

* My experience has been that where east- 
ern banking interests dominate a company, 
they are timid about their capital. Their 
first thought in discussing a policy is, ‘ What 
effect will it: have on our collaterals or our 
investments?’ instead of ‘ What will be the 
ultimate outcome of the property?’ Their 
main idea is to have bonds or stocks that are 
salable at a good round profit and to be in a 
position to finance the next operation. I 
accomplished some things in Chicago in the 
way of construction by being able toact with 
authority. But, in the. case of the North 
western Blevated, the moment the New York 
bankers became interested, their advice and 
assent were neceseary to every action. There 
should be one head here in the present situ- 
ation, instead of a lot of warring interests, as 


now.”

COURT IS ASKE? TO FIGURE 
ON UNION TRACTION RIGHTS. 


Petition Is Filed by Receiver and Coun- 


sel Representing Stockholders in the 
North and West Side Lines. 


Receiver Henry A. Blair and Attorney Will- 
iam J. Calhoun, representing the stockhold- 
ers of the North and West Side street car 
companies, yesterday filed in Judge Gross- 
cup’s court their petition for the adjudication 
of financial differences between their inter- 
ests and the Union Traction company. Judge 
Grosscup entered an order permitting the pe- 
tition to be filed. 


Réodtver Blair asks the. restoration to the 


underlying companies of the disputed 
amount of $426,921, which was applied to pay- 
ing Union Traction debts. The court also is 
asked to prevent the receivers from paying 
the liabilities of that corporation, incurred 
prior to last September, out of the earnings 
of the lines. 

Among other points on which light is asked 
are the status of the employés’ trust fund, the 
depreciation of accounts, the priority of 
rentals or dividends over Hiabilities of the 
Union Traction company, and the proper ac- 
counting of floating indebtedness of the un- 
derlying companies assumed by the leasing 
corporation.

PUTS BLAME ON LORIMER. 


Denies Mayor’s Charge That Wa- 
| ter Power Measure Passed. | 
on Promises. | 


President Zina R. Carter of the drainage 
board is aroused. 

While discussing the water power ruction 
yesterday afternoon he gave way to an out- 
burst of picturesque indignation, and among 
other things declared he would retire from 
the board at the expiration of his present 
term, and never accept another public office. 

Mr. Carter says he is ‘‘tired of the reputa- 
tion the board seems to have earned in the 
public, mind,”” and, ‘among other things, he 
registered the solemn hope that William Lor- 
imer will never get another drainage con- 
tract. If the congressman would only jeep 
away President Carter believes the board 
might regain its good name. 

“Tired and Sick” of Charges. » 

“I’m going to shake the dust of this insti- 


| tution off my feet,’ the president exclaimed. 
“I’m sick and tired of these charges that this | 


board is not fulfilling the trust reposed in it. 
The public appears to think every act of this 
board is tainted with dishonesty. In some 
instances, I admit, there has been some color 
for this belief. But, for one, I want to say 
I am through with it, I don’t have to hold 
office—I never sought one, any way—and I'd 
rather go down to perdition than leave a 
reputation of dishonesty as the heritage of 
my children. I'll serve my term out, but 
after a year from next fall no more public 
office for me, thank you, : 

“The public belleyed it queer that a dem- 
ocratic majority should have elected me 
president, Perhaps it was a little novel as 
things political go. But I have been a drain- 
age trustee ten years, and when I was asked 
if I would run I consented if the choice 
should be unanimous. It was unanimous. 
It made me mad to see how the public took 


Lorimer Is Causeof Trouble. - 

“ How do you account for the public opinio 
of the board?” Mr. Carter was asked. 

“Why, by the great horn spoon, Lorimer 
seems to be the whole trouble,” he replied. 
** Just look at that matter about the widen- 
ing of the channel above Joliet.. Lorimer was 
the lowest bidder and entitled to the contract, 
and yet the public yelled ‘ graft.’ For the 
sake of the board’s unfortunate relations 
with the public, I hoped Lorimer wouldn’t 
get the contract, but once he was entitled to 
tt I would see myself in hades before I would 
vote to take it away from him. 

“* Then came the bill for extras. I used to 
fight them the bitterest in the old days, but in 
this case it was shown the work could be 
done now for half the expense in the future. 
But because Lorimer got the extras the pub- 
lic again cried ‘ graft.’ What if Lorimer is 
acquainted with some of the trustees? Does 
it follow that he spoke to any of them about 
those extras?’ 


Hopes He Gets No More Contracts.

The mayor speaks of 
the codperation of the city to obtain a bond 
issue in connection with the Calumet an- 
nexation. There was no such bond issue. 

“I never have placed a price on the 
power. I want to hear the estimates of the 
engineers first and when I decide I will stick 


to it.’’

ENGLISH LAD’S DEFEAT YESTER- 
DAY HELPS BIG RACE. — 


Opinion Had Prevailed That Cook’s 


Colt Was Sure to Win Next Satur- 


day at Washington Park Unless 
Something Should Be Sent from the 
East That Would Beat Him—Differ- 
ence Between Harlem and Wash- 
ington Park Tracks a Factor.

[{MERRILL’S COMMENT.] 

However much of a shock to the close stu- 
dents of racing/the result of the M. Lewis 
Clark stakes at Harlem yesterday may have 
been, it is bound to have one important ef- 
fect. It will be a tremendous boom to the in- 
terest in the American Derby as a horse race, 

It had come to the point where the big race 
of next Saturday seemed almost at the mercy 
of English Lad, unless Highball or some 
other high roller should come out of the east 
and beat him. Even taking into considera- 
tion the steady defeats of favorites in the 
past, and the constancy of surprises in the 
outcome of great races at Washington park, 
it yet appeared that this season offered a pair 
of favorites (English Lad and Highball) 


i that were quite out of the ordinary. And as 


a favorite is bound to win the Derby some 
time—unless Mayor Harrison or the Wash- 
ington Park Fertilizer association should in- 
tervene—it was believed, more fhan ever be- 


fore, that this was the year for the public : 


choice. 


But yesterday's result at Harlem, despite 
its indecisiveness, the bad start, and the bad 
ride on the Cook colt, takes some of the 
glamour away from English Lad, and shows 
that there are others. It will mean more 
starters in the race of next Saturday than 
would have gone to the post had English Lad 
taken yesterday's race in the same impressive 
fashion he has won his other starts this sea- 
son. It will mean more of a general inclina- 


tion upon the part of the thousands who like. 
to **také a chance" in the big race to play 


some outsider in the belief that precedent 
will prevail and that a comparative long 
shot will win. 

The Clark stakes did not add so much to 
the prestige of Moharib as it detracted from 
that of English Lad. The Schorr colt had 
won with such remarkable ease on Wednes- 
day that many heralded him‘even then as the 
equal of English Lad. On the other hand. 
Trainer Phillips and the more dévoted of the 
western favorite's followers poohpoohed 
Moharib’s vittory: on that day, and declared 
English Lad would have beaten the Schorr 
colt just as easily as the latter beat his field. 

The great difference between the Harlem 
track and that at Washington park must not 
be forgotten by those who are figuring on 
next Saturday’s race. A new coat of sand 
was placed on the Harlem track last winter, 
and it affords nothing like the firm footing 
that will prevail at Washington park in 
the event of fair weather between now and 
Derby day. That the Harlem track has not 
been slow ever since the meeting opened 
is due to the heavy rainfall that came just 
in advanee of the opening of the meeting, 
packing it finely and making it as fast as it 
possibly could be made with the new loam 
upon it. But even though the time of the 
races run over the track has been fairly 
good it is reasonable to believe the going 
favors some horses more than it does others. 
Although Moharib can run over either a 
good or a bad track English Lad cannot, ac- 
cording to general belief, run ona slow track. 
It is possible the Harlem. track may suit 
Moharib better than the Washington park 
track, compared with the manner in which 
the going there affects other Derby candi- 
‘dates. Bill Curtis, who finished second to 
Moharib yesterday, won his greatest race— 
the one that brought him fame—over a sloppy 
course, the Ascot Derby at Los Angeles be- 
ing run in the mud. - 


But all of this is not meant to detract 
from the merits of Moharib’s races last week. 
That the Schorr colt is a great race horse is 
sure. He is of unusual size and power for 
one thing, and his ability to goin any kind 
of going is another great factor in his favor. 
He is also an easy horse to handle and an 
easy horse to train, has apparently im- 
proved steadily all season, and may be bet- 
ter at Washington park next Saturday than 
he was at Harlem yesterday. He will have 
an advantage in the weights over English 
Lad of two pounds, which will hardly affect 
the outcome unless it should result in a hard 
drive through the stretch between this pair. 


The great factor in English Lad's favor, 
in drawing conclusions from yesterday's 
race, is the matter of jockeys. Little Nicol, 
while a good boy for his strength and ex- 
perience, is utterly unable to handle a “colt 
‘ike English Lad, who requires strong hand- 
ling. Our own beliefAs that English Lad is 
a gamer colt than Moharib. English Lad, if 
made to understand what is expected of him, 
which can only be done effectually by a 
strong boy, is possessed of remarkable re- 
serve power and gameness, and when it 
comes to a mile and a half race he will in all

‘This race was at a mile anda half; that in 


the Broadway stakes had been at a mile and 
a sixteenth. Yesterday Highball led for 
about a mile, and then he palpably weak- 
ened, and his rival came on and won easily. 
This appears to confirm the prediction of 
those who said Highball, because of the 
Ben Strome blood in his veins, would not ne- 
gotiate a Derby route. However that may 
be, it appears probable that the decision not 
to send the colt to.Chicago will be adhered 
to. This takes out of the great race the 
most talked of 2 year old in the east last 
fall, and the one that all easterners thought 
would be easily able to beat any westerner 
of his age. 

Compensating in a measure for Highball’s 
poor showing and his announced withdrawal 
from the Derby were two or three other 
races on the part of Derby eligibles yester- 
day that are worthy of consideration. By 
all means the best of these was the victory 
of the Canadian colt Fort Hunter in the 
Buffalo Derby, in which he defeated the met- 
ropolitan racers Graziallo, Dolly Spanker, 
and Montreson. He was hard pressed to 
win, but he carried 122 pounds and ran the 
mile and a quarter in 2:064%. This shows that 
Fort Hunter is to be reckoned with in the 
race next: Saturday. Owner Dyment tele- 
graphed the Washington Park club late yes- 
terday afternoon to reserve stalls for his 
stableilat Washington park, and Fort Hunter, 
barring accident, will undoubtedly bea start- 
er in ithe big race. Montreson and Dolly 
Spanker, two of the colts beaten by Fort 
Hunter at Buffalo, are also American Derby 
eligibles, and there is not much probability 
of their being sent on to Chicago after this. 
showing. 

At Latonia yesterday two Derby eligibles 
won, another finished second, and two 
others ran third. Tom McDowell's colt Del: 
monico won the Cincinnati Spring Hotel 
handicap at nine furlongs, running the dis- 
tance in the cracking good time of 1:51, 
but he carried only 98 pounds, Silk Maid, 
another Derby candidate, ran second, and she 
was conceding Delmonico thirteen pounds, 
her performance was noteworthy. At the 
same track C. W. Moore’s filly White Plume 
won a mile race in 1:39%, carrying 98 pounds. 
Chinn & Forsythe’s Buccaneer and Wood- 
ford & Burkner’s Brand New ran third in 
other races. 

On the whole, yesterday was a good day 
for the Derby, producing surprises and help- 
ing to stir up renewed interest in the racing 
feature of the great day. 

Secretary Howard of the Washington Park 
club has arranged with Starter Jake Holt- 
man that the latter will be on hand Derby 
day and will fill the position of starter until 
Mr. Dwyer is able to take up his duties, if 
the veteran starter is not able to be on 
hand at the opening day of the meeting.

YEAGER PLACES LOSING BET. 


Drops $2,500 on Highball, Believing 
Horse Would Start in Derby—Eng- 
lish Lad Not Hurt in Race. 


When it was believed to be settled that 
Highball would come here to run in the 


American Derby and that Hildebrand would 
have the mount, Joe Yeager and Frank Lan- 
terman sent a commission of, $2,500, which 
Was pliaced yesterday against $15,000, 


O'Leary being the layer. Last night Yeager 
and Lanterman knew they would not get a 
run for their money and had to book a losing. 

When English Lad returned to the paddock 
it was noticed that his left side was marked 
as the result of having been against the rail 
and reports that he was seriously injured 
were quickly circulated in the betting ring. 
After the fifth race “‘ Bill’ Phillips, who had 
been taking care of the colt, was able to say 


that the popular son of Requital was prac- 


tically uninjured. 
‘‘ He is bruised a little on his flank, but his

Was visibly disappointed and distressed over 
the colt’s defeat. 

Asked if Nicol placed the blame on any par- 
ticular rider, Phillips replied: 

‘*The boy says the outside hofses crowded 
the one next to him and he could not tell who 
was to blame. When he started to go through 
there was room enough .to have driven a 
wagon between the rail and the horse that 
held the inside position. He was going right 
through and looked all over a winner, when 
they threw him against the fence and out of 
the race. It was tough luck to get such a 
poor start and then get that deal on the turn. 
But I’m glad the colt got out of the race all 
right.”’ 

To an inquiry if it was probable that Dom- 
inick would be reinstated in time to ride Eng- 
lish Lad in the American Derby, Phillips 
answered: 

“If I have anything to say it will make 


' no difference whether he gets reinstated or 


not, and he will not ride. He has not been 
taking proper care of himself for the last 
three weeks and, in my opinion, will not be 
fit to ride in a big race or on_a good horse. 
In his present condition he doesn’t suit me 
at all.’’ 

Fred Cook bet $2,000 on English Lad. He 
was grieved by the defeat of the colt, which 
he had hoped and believed would have an un- 
beaten ¥year old career. His expressed opin- 
ion was that the start and Nicol’s riding were 
responsible for the result. When assured 
that the colt came out of the race in good 
shape the owner determined to make an ef- 
fort to engage an eastern jockey to wear his 
colors next Saturday at Washington park 
and arranged to have Fred Leppert make a 
trip to New York to carrv out that purpose. 

It is said Leppert has been commissioned to 
secure Suaw, if possible. When he reaches 
New York he will have the assistance of John 
E. Madden, who owns the sire of English 
Lad, and will do everything possible to pro- 
vide a good pilot for the latter.

Without a stop we kept at it, and to ease 
their tired féet the Japanese of the party 
climbed on top of some of the packs, and the 
poor Corean ponies thus afflicted struggled | 
b along under their increased burdens with 
the patience sprung from generations of ill- 
treatment. 

Japs Rebuild the Roads 


If the road between Syunan and Syuk- 
echhi¥on was better than that over which 
we had come the first afternoon we did not 
find it out. All along it, however, there 
was evidence of great effort on the part of 
the Japanese in getting it into something 
that might be called shape. A tremendous 
amount of work had been put upon it. In 
many. a boggy stretch timbers cut from the 
scrub trees on the wayside hills had been 
laid down, and straw, mats, and millet 
stalks thrown-.over them to form a bottom 
sufficiently tough for transportation to pass. 
There were stretches which had been en- 
tirely remade. Sometimes the Japanese had 
endeavored to get around a particularly bad 
bog, at others they went directly across it. 


Following Jap Army Supplies. 

We saw little wheeled transportation on 

- the road,* but there were plenty of signs 
where it had passed, and we. knew that thou- 
sands of the two wheeled carts, some drawn | 

i by men and some by ponies, had gone on 
ahead of us, to say nothing. of the guns that 
-_ must have been taken up. 4 
_ For this day, as on the afternoon before, 
we saw only coolies, of whom there was 4 

never ending string, plodding along with 

their heavy loads. As we approached the 

halting place we began to meet them return- 

ing in flocks, empty handed, and the size of 

the incentive the Japanese were giving them 

to work was evident from the speed with 

which they hurried back for other loads. 

Some of them were almost running, and 

they traveled far into the night, and were 

the first thing we saw in the morning. To 

meet their wants while on the road scores 

of peddlers had established themselves at 
convenient places, where they dispensed 

“ little cakes made of rice flour and gathered 
in a few of the Japanese coins won y the 

burden bearers. | 


Arriving, Tired, at Anju. 

It was nearly 9 o’clock that night when 
the cavalcade pulled into Anju. Through 
a long and tortuous street, so narrow that 
the roofs of the houses left barely room be- 
tween for some. of the packs to pass, we 
pushed on to the headquarters. This was 
on a steep hill, up which they told us the 
pack ponies could not go. 

There was a halt and a lot of talk between 
some officers and the imterpreters as to 
where we should stop for the night. The 
officérs assured us that they had a place for 
us at headquarters, but we could not get 
the baggage and stores up. It was impera- 

’ tive that we should get them off the backs 

of the tired ponies, but still the talk went on. 

Finally McHugh went out to investigate 

for himself and found that the hill reported 

to be so bad was nothing compared to many 

that we had negotiated on the road, and 

up we went, stopping in the compound of 

headquarters and littering ft and the little 
| porch that ran around it-with our packs. 

Few Soldiers on the Road. 

a The only soldiers we had seen in coming 

to Anju were the patrols, which we met 

frequently. These, for the ‘most part, were 

single soldiers, each trudging along con- 

tentedly by himself in full kit, But in Anju 

there were more. Here some men of the 

transportation corps were overtaken, and 

about the Heitambu, as they call their head- 

quarters, there were more than we had seen 

2 on all the road. Headquarters was piled up 

with stores, principally bags of rice, and out- 

side the building there were stores enough, 

it seemed, to feed an army forever. 7 

In the morning when we pulled out hun- 

dreds coolies’ were gathered in front of 

the place clamoring for loads. On a post of 

the gate was stuck up a proclamation setting 

a ~*~ forth the prices that would be paid for work. 

ee For carrying sixty pounds one stage a man 
got a dollar and a half in Corean nickels. 

The Japanesé yen is worth now $1.80 

Corean, so that the pay of a coolle for toting 

sixty pounds fifteen miles was a little less 

than 50 cents of our money. But if the 

coolie desired to take on a greater load he 

got pay in proportion... Many of the stronger 

men did take the larder burdens, and there 

were plenty of youngsters and even small 

boys who carried packs as big as they could. 


First Sight of the Army. 

The road from Anju leads out Over a wide, 
flat valley and across a considerable stream. 
Here we caught up with the first army trans- 
portation handled by Japanese, and saw our, 
' first line troops, a battalion of one of-the 

Guarde regiments. The Anju river, as for- 
eigners call the Chhyonchhyongang, is near- 
ly half a mile wide at Anju, but not deep. 

The Japanese have put up a fairly substan- 
tial bridge made of rough timbers tied to- 
gether by little double.spikes, one end in each 
timber, after the style of the old fashioned 
carpet tacks. A® we camie up to the bridge a 
long transportation train was leaving the 
ether end. It was composed of carts hauled 
by ponies. Just ahead of it was another 
train of carts dragged by men of the trans- 
portation corps, four men toacart. Neither 
pony nor men carts were heavily loaded. 
Five sixty pound bags of rice was the largest 
load I saw. Bhat was on a cart drawn by a 


pony. 
Piles of Army «tores. : 

At. 2 o’clock we stopped for tiffn at Tyong- 
jyu. If you prefer it may be spelled Chong- 
ju. The Japanese call it Tensho, and I don't 
know how many other names it may have. 
It is a big town, and the headquarters of 
one pf the relay stations was there. All-the 
Way up the piles of rice bags and other stores 
Gbout the relay stations had been increasing, 
and here was the biggest of all.

- The Japanese army ration is not so varied 
a8 that of our own troops. Rice and dried 
fish are the principal ingredients, but there 
is a liberal allowance ulso of tinned meat 

most of which comes from the United tSates. 
There are also pickles and sake. The rice 
fs always carried in bags, and the sake in 
peg — holding about ten gallons each.

: Looks Like Ammunition. 

» ‘One result of this repacking is that to a 
stranger it appears at first that the Japanese 
are bringing up nothing but ammunition, 
rice, and sake, for everything but rice and 
Sake is packed in boxes that look almost 
exactly like those for cartridges: When I 
first saw the coolies packing two such boxes. 

. One large and one small, out of Pingyang, I 
marveled at their ability to carry weight. 
But the interpreter soon disabused me by 
reading the inscription on some of the boxes 
the number of tins of roast 
. a the number of can 
boxes 8s of pickles the 
rhe open space outside head uarte 
Tyongjyu was thronged with 
Waiting for their turn to load up ané start oft 
for the next station. More than 1,000 of 
them were crowded about. all talking at 
once, with voices that often seemed angry 
to the point of violence. But that is the way 

: most of the Coreans talk. When they seem 
most eager to cut throats.is the time they 
are having the best joke. 


On the First Battlefield.

They marked the residences of two 
American missionaries who had stuck to 
their posts in spite of the troubles of war, 
and had seen both the Russians and the 
Japanese in occupation of their town. 

There was little question among the people, 


‘we could hope to do was four hours for the 


employed coolies to drag the guns over the 


who had come back to their homes from their 
first flight, as to which side'they preferred. 
When they found that we had a man ampig 
us who could. speak. to them in their.own 
Janguage, they -told him frankly that the 
would rather be under the Russians t 
‘under the Japanese. But when they were 
| presséd for specifications.of Japanese bad 
treatment they either eould not or would not 
give them. It finally resolved itself, in my 
mind, into a case of disliking the one who was 
nearest. When the Ru’sians were in Syon- 
chhyon they probably would have been giad 
to see the Japanese. Wpat they really wanted 
was to be let alone and to get back to their old 
peaceful condition. But it will be long before 
they see that happy state restored. | 


Long March in the Rain. 


That was a sorry march. It is not good for 
the temper to have to hike in such weather, 
.and when your coolies try by every means 

in their range of invention to hinder and pre- 
vent you It is worse. 7 

That was the day we found plenty of use for 
the long blacksnake that Taylor carried, for 
when the coolies could not.keep the ponies at 
a faster gait than a snail’s pace the whip pro- 
vided the means. And now it was nota case 
where weariness or discomfort or the diffii- 
culty of the road received any consideration. 
We had the will to go, and we made the way. 

It was an afternoon to stir the black drop 

of savagery in the bottom of a man's heart. 
The rain drove through raincoat and poncho. 
The Japanese members of the party huddled 
in miserable heaps on top of their packs, and 
the poor little ponies that carried them strug- 
gied. along over the slippery roads as if they 
wondered what manner of iniquity would be 
inflicted upon them next. 
But we went*to Chinaryonkuan. Darkness 
had fallen when we entered the long, narrow, 
filthy street. The mud was several inches 
deep, and we were splashed and spattered 
with it from head to heel. . 


Whips for the Coolies. 


Before we got away from Syonchhyon 
it had begin to rain. There had been 
threatening clouds all the morning and a 
raw, bitter wind. Now a cold, dismal rain 
was falling, but we were within reach of 
headquarters, and though it fell in torrente 
we were going on. Some of the coolies 
protested vigorously, and there were vari- 
ous excuses offered for not moving. On 
one pretext and another they kept us in 
the town for nearly four hours when we 
should have been: dutinless thantwo. First, 
it was food for the ponies—there was ‘no 
place where it could secured. When it 
had been bought there was no place to cook 
it. Then when it was cooked and eaten they 
suddenly discovered that some of the ponies 
must be shod before it would be safe to 
start them out again. 

Meantime, the rain was soaking down and 
turning the road into a muddy track across 
the hills, and nothing but bogs in the low 
ground. It had been fairly good going for 
some time, thanks to the work the Japan- 
ese had done and the wear of the thousands 
of feet, but with this rain we knew that it 
would be difficult marching, and we were 
more than ever anxious to geton. To every 
protest and excuse, therefore, we gave the 
stéady answer that haste must be made, 
for we were going on at once. Then some 
of the coolies became ill. It was the old 
excuse, and we told them they should have 
their medicine in Charyonkuan. It was 
8 o'clock when we finally ‘made the start, 
and the missionaries told us that the best 


trip. 
General but No Army. 


Now we had overtaken the commander | 
in chief of the First army, and his head- 
quarters, and still we had seen only one bat- 
talion of line troops. His fighting men were 
ahead of us. We had seen only one or two 
batteries along the road, and these were 
howitzers. 
Not a field gun had we seen, and not an 
ammunition train. But all along we had 
heard how they had brought them up bat- 
tery «after battery. We heard how they had 


bad places in the road, in some spots tak- 
ing as many as 300 men to one gun. 

There were stretches where the guns had 
been dismounted and carried by man power 
to get them around or over the bogs. Be- 
sides the guns hundreds. of pontoons, had 
gone up, with great quantities of bridge tim- 
ber and planking. The transportation we 
had seen had all been occupied with supplies 
of food. It was evident that the fighting ma- 
terial had gone up first. Soon it would all be 
ready, and then the ball would open. We 
should be in time for the commencement. 


Catching Up with the Army. 


Chharyonkuan was filled with army men, 
horses, carts, and coolies. Everywhere as 
‘we went along the street that led to head- 
quarters we saw the men with the blue 
stripe on their trousers which showed them 
to belong to the transportation corps. 

It is a large town, and’all its houses were 
occupied by the men or horses of the army. 
For hundrdeds of horses there was no shel- 
ter.. They stood about in open lots under 
the shelter of mats swung from poles or hung 
from the corners of houseroofs. _ 

Here we saw.many evidences of the pecu- 
liar lack of horse sense of the Japanese. 
They are not natural horsemen and do not 
take kindly to the care of their animals. I 
saw several horses tied under a wretched 
mat that was full of holes, through which 
the rain soaked down. They were standing 
on a pile of- large stones which could have 
been removed easily if it had occurred ‘to 
the men that it was necessary. 

Most of the horses have been clipped about 
the neck and chest, although they have to 
endure such raw weather,-and the blanket, 
when they get one, is tied about the body 
where the long thick coat of winter fur still 
|} remains, leaving the clipped neck and chest 
without protection. We saw a good many 
horses on the road which seemed to have the 
glanders, but the Japanese apparently did 
not know it, or, if they did, were careless 
about it, for the poor animals were kept in 
a Tegardiess of the danger to the 


Army Fills the Town. 


Chharyonkuan was so full of army men 
and transportation that there was little 
room for any one else, but they did the best 
they could for us, and we soon*had a roof 
over our heads, a grateful protection from 
the bitter rain that still drove steadily down. 

It was hard to find shelter for the ponies, 
but at last we got it, two or three in a hut 
by themselves, scattered about through the 
town. Then their beans were cooked, and, 
with the. animals cared for, we were ready 
enough for some supper ourselves and a 
Ghance to turn in. 

We had come just in time, for headquar- 
ters was to move on the next day. I have 
hiked in discomfort before, and probably 
shall gg before this war is over, but the 
memo of that wretched afternoon and 
evening will not soon be blotted out. It is bad 
enough to have to go yourself, but when 
there is added to that the necessity of fore- 
ing along a lot of unwilling men and,driving 
poor beasts that have been worn out by 
hard service it gets on the nerves too much. 


Starting for the Yalu. 


We left Chharyonkuan about 9 o'clock on 
the morning of the 20th, half an hour after 
headquarters and the staff had started. Our 
first order from the supervising officer was 
that we were not to start until the general 
_ Was well on his way, and he staid with us to 
see that ft was obeyed. Apparently we are 
not to approach the general in the field, 
as well as to keep out of the office rooms 
of his headquarters. Yet it is as certain as 
human things can be that there is not an 
anarchist among ais all, and the rules require 
us to “look and behave decently.” ‘ 

As every one knows, the principal sign of 
an anarchist is long hair, but most of.the 
correspondents with the first army have 
either shaved their heads or had their hair 
cut short as clippers can do It; and the

Far be it from me, however, to suggest 
suspicion of a complaint. ‘We are at the 
front, and with headquarters, as far as prac- 
tical effect goes, and if there is any fighting 
we are in time to seeit. That is the essential 
thing, for the rest we may rail as we like 
when the hike is ended, ~ 


Transport Crowds the Roads. 


Now ‘hiking becomes a business . 
The road had been fairly occupied 
portation before, but from Ch kuan 
on it was crowded all the time with masses 
of all the three kinds of transportation in 
use by the Japanese—coolies, and horse 
and man carts, and pack ponies. 

Moreover, it was not merely the loaded 
carts and coolies that were moving now, but 
Swarms of men and long lines of empty 
carts were hurrying back for other loads.

Secs 
Every north bound cart that carried rice 
now had seven sacks, instead of the four or 
five that had made a load before, and those 
that carried boxes showed a corresponding 
increase. They seemed also to be pushing 
along harder than before, and good time was 
made, in spite of the fact that the road was 
so full 


At times there were two columns going up 
and one coming down. In the first valley | | 
north of Chharyonkuan there was aj] 
double line of carts moving toward the front 
and a single line coming down, with a long 
string of pack ponies returning light for. 
new loads. . 
Through all this mass the pack coolies 
were struggling to get aliead with their bur- 
dens. It looked like confusion, worse con- 
founded, but it was in reality well ordered 
and bualinessiike. An immense amount of 
good work was being done over a road which 
never was intended for it. eft 3 


Come Up to the Guards. | ; 

Soon after leaving Chharyonkuan we came 
up with a regiment. of the guards in heavy 
marching order, pushing along toward the 
front. This was the only regiment we saw, 
and, with the exception of one battalion out- 
side of Anju, the only line troops of the First 
army that were not In position. 

In the afternoon of this day I took by mis- 
take a road that led:away to the west. I 
had fallen behind our guide in taking some 
pictures,;.and was unable to catch up. At 
the parting of two roads I followed a lot 
of loaded carts’ and soon got well away 
from the Wiju road, which headquarters had 
taken, But it wasan interesting digression.

Pontoons by the Hundred. i 

Now we saw other evidences of the prepa- 
ration that was going~on and indications 
that we should be im plenty of time for the 
attempt to force the passage of the Yalu. 
We came upon long strings of pontéon halves 
loaded on ‘carts, and occasionally we passed 
a battery drawn up beside the road, as if 
waiting for a clear track over which to ad- 
vance. 

For-the most part the guns were carefully 
covered up, but once in awhile there was 
one from which.the cover had been removed. 
The Japanese are careful about their er- 
tilery and do their best to prevent any one 
from seeing it. Once when I happened to 
turn out of the road in passing a battery I 
took the side on which the guns were stand- 
ing. A sentry vehemently warned me to get 
on the other side. 

About the pontoon halves they were not | 
so careful, and I made several photographs 
of them, separately and in long ce gage 

bridge half a dozen rivers as wide as the 
Yalu. We must have passed fully 500 halves 
between Chharyonkuan and the- river, 
They are carried bottom side up on small 
four wheeled carts drawn by a single pony. 

- The method of fastening them on the carts 
is not as good as it might be, for I saw sev- 
eral of them the sides of which were badly 
smashed from jouncing up and down on the 
cart. They are built of thin fron, to make 
them light, and will not stand much of such 
pounding. . | 

First Glimpse of the Yalu, 

We thade the stretch from the Chharyon- 
kuan to the river in a day anda half. The 
country continued rolling and hilly to the 
last, the hills extending clear to the river | 
bank. They are a little more wooded as you 
approach the river, and in several places the 
Japanese had men at work cutting timber 
and working it up into bridge material. They 
employed Coreans for this work, and in one 
place not far from the river had established 
quite a lumber yard. The timber is all pine 


It was a beautiful, balmy afternoon when 
we crossed the last of the high hills that 
separated us from the river and caught our [f 
first glimpse of the Yalu. Theair was clear 
and we could see for miles along the stream. 
In front of us were two or three ranges of 
smaller hills and beyond them, in the valley 
separated from the river by the hills that [ 
stand on its brink, lay Wiju. 4 

It was fine spring weather, just the sort 
for campaigning. The hills were covered 
with flowers, violets, dandelions, johnny- ; 
jumpups, and masses of a beautiful pink 
rhododendron that gave them all a tinge of 
pink afar off. The leaves are springing on 
the willows that fringe the many streams 
and the grass is showing green through the 
dead brown of last year’s growth. 

. Everything is fair in the aspect except the~ 
face of war. Capt. Okada led us into the 
valley just behind Wiju, and there in a clus- 
ter of Corean huts we were assigned to quar- 
ters. It did not take long to unpack the 
ponies. The tent was soon up’and the * bun- 
derbust ” was at home. The long hike was

SPARE LINCOLN PARK. | 

Last week Gov. Yates asked Messrs. 
Simmons, Gansbergen, and Kennedy, mem- 
bers of the Lincoln park board, for their 
resignations because of “ lack of sympathy 
with the administration.” Mr. Gansber- 
gen has complied with the request, but his 
associates have not done so. : 

The other. members of the board are 
Messrs. ‘Tracy, Lathrop, Hirsch, and Lund- 
quist. ‘The first two of these have worked 
efficiently with the three who have incurred 
the governor’s displeasure. No Chicago 
park has been better administered during 
the last three years than the north side one. 
It had run down under ‘political manage- 
ment, and has been built up under nonpo- 
litical management. The people, having 
confidence in the good men who have been 
in the majority on the board, have intrusted 
to them large sums which have been judi- 
ciously expended. Those men have been 
faithful servants of the “public, and the 
public does not want them molested and 
Lincoln park handed back to the politicians. 

The governor should withdraw his hasty 
request for resignations and refuse to ac- 
cept the one sent him. He should keep 
Messrs. Simmons, Kennedy, and Gansber- 
gen in office as long as he is in office and 
ask his successor to retain them. 

Their. departure from the board at this 
time would be most unfortunate, because 
it is putting under way improvement plans 
with which the three men are familiar— 
which they have helped to work out. The 
park and the city will suffer if the park 
board is disrupted. Not one of the good 
men on the board can be spared at this time. 

It is rumored that the west parks and 
their patronage, which have been in the 
hands of one set of politicians, are to be 
handed over to another set, and that an- 
other politician is to have the say as to Lin- 
coln park patronage. That park, at least, 
should be kept out of politics. It has been 
managed by good men for three years, and 
they should be allowed to continue to run it. 


| That, is the wish of Chicago. 


THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 
In their maneuvering for Saimatze the 
Russians and Japs have exhibited mercurial 
mobility. According to reports given out 
by Kouropatkin and Kuroki the town has 
been occupied and evacuated by their re- 
spective forces. about three times a week 
since the early days of May. From last 
accounts Saimatze is in the hands of the 
Japanese and bids fair to remain there for 
some time, owing to the strong force with 
which it is now held—a brigade of infantry, 
two batteries of artillery, and three squad- 
rons of cavalry. : 

This force took the town on Tuesday, 
June 7, after a little battle. The engage- 
ment began with a conflict between the hos- 
tile outposts. Some Russian chasseurs came 
up with reinforcements and pressed the 
Japs back, but Japanese reinforcements 
then came up and pressed the Russians 
back, whereupon the Muscovites, aceording 
to their own reports, “ withdrew slowly and 
in good order, holding suecessive positions,” 
The Russians acknowledge 100 killed or 
wounded and say the enemy suffered severe- 
ly. The Japanese acknowledge twenty- 


that the Japs include only the seriously 
wounded in their casualty reports is prob- 
ably correct. 

The Japanese forces which took Saimatze 
were of the right wing of Kuroki’s army, 
being attached to the Twelfth division. On 
the same day as this engagement the ad- 
vance guard of the Japanese center also 
got into a fight at Chanchiahsih on the road 
to Liaoyang. Six hundred Russian infantry 
and 300 cayalry held the place, but were 
pushed out of it by an unknown number of 
Japanese after a two hours’ engagement. 
The Japs say the Russians lost seventy or 
eighty, while they themselves suffered only 
|twenty casualties. The Japanese in this 
fight were probably part of the crack im- 
perial guards under Hasegawa. 

Wednesday, June 8, occurred the most 
serious reported engagement of the week in 
the neighborhood of Siuyen. Four thousand 
Russian cavalry held the town. A detach- 
ment of the Tenth division attached to the 
second army, under Nodza, which Has its 
headquarters at Takushan, marched upon 
the town from the south. The Russians 
report that this detachment consisted of a 
brigade of infantry, two mountain batteries, 
and five squadrons of cavalry. The Russian 
} guns held this force in check, but shortly 
afterwards a detachment from ‘Kuroki’s 
army, probably a part of ive Second division 
under Gen. Nishi, appeared. to the north- 
east. of Siuyen, threatening the Russian line 
of retreat. Consequently the Cossacks 
withdrew and the town fell into the hands of 
the Japanese, The number of casualties is 
unknown, the Japanese acknowledging thir- 
ty-three. 

From the actions at Saimatze, Chanchi- 
ahsih, and Siuyen, it is evident that Kuroki 
is beginning a forward movement with his 
entire army. How long he will continue 
the movement and what his further plans 
are remain a mystery to the military guess- 
ers of the world. The prophesied projection 
of his right wing across the railroad north 
of the Russian positions at Liaoyang and 
Mukden has. not materialized. His strong 
advance guards at Saimatze, Chanchiahsih, 
and Siuyen form a perfect screen, prevent- 
ing the Russian scouts from discovering in 
what direction his main forces are being 
concentrated. . 

There was constant naval activity during 
the week, but nothing happened of great 
dramatic interest. ‘The Russians had a gun- 
boat blown up in Port Arthur by either a 
Japanese torpedo or one of their own mines. 
On June 6 Togo sent four of his gunboats 
to make a reconnoissance of Port Arthur 
harbor. One of the boats was hit eight 
times and sustained some damage. The 
following night he sent eight torpedo boats 
for a similar purpose. One sailor and one 
officer were killed, but the boats escaped 
undamaged. 

Admiral Kataoka has been engaged in 
clearing Dalny harbor of mines. He has 
found and exploded seventy-eight. He now 
reports that the first section of the bay is 
completely clear. He also réports that he 
found two Russian ships under water in the 
bay, one of which is believed to be the 
cruiser Boyarin. — 

The Japanese fleet has been bombarding 
different parts of the Liaotung peninsula 
during the week and is said not to have 
missed for a single day throwirg a few shells 
into Port Arthur. . 

Many circumstantial reports from Chinese 
sources indicate that there has been severe

fighting for possession of Port Arthur dur- 
ing the last week. No definite news of this 
fighting has as yet come out, but when the 
news does come it will probably tell of the 
greatest. slaughter so far achieved during 
the war.. It is pretty sure that the Rus- 
sians have so far managed to repel the Jap- 
anese, for if Port Arthur had fallen 
Tokio would not have delayed telling the 
world. 

The continental capitals feel confident 
that Port Arthur will soon be stormed. Why 
they should be confident on this point is a 
mystery. The forts that encircle the town 
are of the strongest possible construction. 
They mount the latest and heaviest guns; 
there is an adequate garrison; there is 
plenty of food for months to come, and the 
chances are more than even that the place 
will hold out for months. If the Japanese 
take Port Arthur by storm they will re- 
verse every military tradition. 


THE HERTZ WAVE IN WAR. 

Sixteen years ago in the quiet of a Ger- 
man laboratory Hertz haled me from space. 
Today I traverse Manchuria and the Yel- 
low sea bearing messages of slaughter. — 

A colpnel and 1,000 men crawl, lost, to 
the top of a mountain. The hostile regi- 
ment, which is their quarry, is nowhere in 
sight. They erect a little mesh of wires. I, 
starting from the wires at the seat of the 
campaign, sing my way in tones audible 
only. to thé angels through the interstices of 
the air beyond the,grasp of human hands 
straight through the bivouac of the hostile 
regiment to the colonel and his thousand 
men lost on the mountain top. Now they 
know where their quarry is to be found. 
Now they rejoice in me who could pene- 
trate the quarry without letting it feel my 
touch. Now they disperse through the de- 
files and meet again in a circle around the 
circumference of a valley. And now they 
compress their ring of fire till it produces a 
white flag at its center. I, from playing 
about the corners of a laboratory, have cost 
an empire a regiment. 

A boat that dives instead of swimming 
has been dropped into the sea against a bat- 
tleship five miles away. ‘The battleship 
moves from its anchorage. The diving boat, 
eyeless below the surface, will miss it. But 
I, I alone, can see and strike the slender 
wire which the captain of the submerged 
crew has extended through the water to the 
air above him. I leave the flagship and in 
a moment am fifteen feet below the surface 
in the captain’s cabin. Now he knows where 
the battleship has betaken itself. And now 
his torpedo has pulled the battleship with 


him away from the light of day. 


ANTHRACITE A “LUXURY.” 
Edward F. Parker of the United States 
geological. survey, who was a member of 
the commission that settled the anthracite 
eoal strike, says the anthracite fields of 
Pennsylvania will be exhausted “in a com- 
paratively short time. At the present rate 


eighty years.” Therefore, Mr. Parker is 
inclined to take sides with the president of 
a coal-toad who said recently that anthra- 
cite was a “luxury” whose price will ga 
higher and higher. It is not unlikely that if 


‘the anthracite mines continue to be worked 


at the present rate there will begin to be a 
searcity of that kind of fuel a century hence. 
If the men of this generation were to cut 
down their consumption of anthracite there 
would be a larger supply for their great- 
grandchildren, but they do not think it nec- 
essary. They believe that their descend-. 
ants a:hundred years hence will have an 


| abundance ‘of heat and power even if the 


anthracite deposits are worked out. There 
will be so many improvements made in 
methods of using soft coal during this cen- 
tury that anthracite will not be missed. — 

Those whp wish to consume it today, 
when the supply is abundant, do not think 
it should be treated as a “ luxury ” and they 
be forced to pay high prices for it. Thereis 
but one reason for the high price. Itis thar 
the overcapitalized coal roads may be en- 
abled to pay excessive dividends. 

Those roads which own coal mines and 
earry coal are doing an enormously profit- 
able business. The Reading probably will 
earn 7. per cent on the commén stock this 
year. The Lehigh Valley, which has-not 
paid dividends for eleven years, is likely to 
resume them. Jersey Central is earning 


about $200,000 more a: month than it did 


last year. 7 

The roads are prospering not because 
general business is booming but because 
they unite in the assertion that anthracite 
is a “ luxury ” and charge forit accordingly. 
It should not be a “ luxury ” for several 
decades. 


LEWIS AND CLARK E ITION. 

On June 1, 1905, the Lewis ‘and Clark 
Centennial exposition will be opened in 
Portland, Ore. First thought will doubtless 
question the advisability of another exposi- 
tion so soon after the one at St. Louis. 
But the Portland fair is on a much smaller 


enterprise are wisely reduced to a conserva- 

tive basis. All told, the exhibitiorewill cost 

about $5,000,000, of which the national gov- . 
ernment appropriates $475,000 and the state 

$450,000. 

The Oregon fair will profit from the St. 
Many foreign and do- 
mestic exhibits will be taken from St. Louis 
to Portland. Missouri has set aside $10,000 
to transport her $200,000 exhibit to Oregon, 
and other states have signified their inten- 
tion to make similar disposition of their St. 
Louis exhibits. 

The Oregon fair will have some advapn- 
tages over the Missouri exposition. It is 
the first world’s. fair to be held on the Pa- 
cific slope and it will therefore appeal to a 
section of population which has not become 
accustomed to world’s fairs in its imme- 
diate vicinity. Furthermore, the promised 
reduction in railroad rates to the Oregon 
exposition will be sufficient of itself to at- 
tract thousands to Portland. The east, 
south, and middle west have all had their 
‘big fairs, and now that the far west wishes 
to try its hand at the game the country will 
be pleased to extend the customary good 
-wishes for success. 


MAKE WAR ON MOSQUITOERS. 

Warm weather is coming, and, unless pre- 
cautions are taken, myriads 6f mosquitoes 
will come with it. That insect, once consid- 
ered.an inevitable plague, is now known to 
be nothing of the kind. It can be kept down 
by taking a little pains. What do the Chi- 
cago health authorities intend todo? Tiey 
can at least instruct private citizens what 
they should do to be reasonably free from 
an abotuinable pest. 

Much of the time of the recent meeting 
of state and provincial boards of health 
held at Washington was devoted to the mos- 
One of the speakers said: 
“The mosquito is a greater real enemy to 
the poor than to the rich, for the poor are 
compelled to live where property is cheaper 
and in more exposed pjaces. If they try 
to close their cramped quarters against the 
pests they foster the great white scourge.”

DOES THE SOUTH WANT CHINESE?! 
The labor problem of the south is becom- 


| ing serious. Much of the cotton which was 


planted this year will not reach maturity 
because of the lack of adequate help to 
handle the crop. Agricultural progress 
must be seriously hampered until these con- 
ditions are altered. | 
Consequently it is not surprising that 
some of the agricultufal papers of the south, 
in casting about for a solution of the prob- 
lem, have hit on the Chinaman as the most 
practical means of providing cheap and effi- 
cient labor for southern fields. Even the 
Atlanta Constitution is noncommittal on 
the subject, and calls for an expression of 
opinion on the Chinese question. ; 


_ The advocates of Chinese labor in the | 
south are careful to stafe that such labor 


must be restricted to the states which desire 
it,,;and be limited to agricultural or kindred 
employment. It is suggested that a plan 
similar to that adopted by the Transvaal 
to import coolie labor for the Rand mines 
be tried in the south. : 

Neither in the north nor in the south will 
sentiment ever take kindly to the proposed 
importation of the Chinese into the cotton 
fields of the south. One of the advocates 
of the plan says that the presence of the 
Chinaman would help selve the race prob- 
lem, but he offers no argument to support 
the statement. It would appear that the in- 
troduction of Chinese would complicate the 
already existing race problem in the south. 

If the south lacks labor she should set 
systematically to work to divert white immi- 
grants in her direction. A campaign of pub- 
licity should be inaugurated similar to that 
by which the west was built up. The way 
to get immigrants is to show them why they 
should come. What the south needs is more 
advertising.

Psalms, xcvi., 6. 


E love the places, the persons, the 
things possessing these great qual- 


ities—strength and beauty. 
The best strength and choicest 
beauty in the world—the strength 
of consecrated Christian purpose, the beauty 
of Christlike character—are found in the 
sanctuary and service of God. The respon- 
cibilities of Uving in this world of sin are 
so great, the obligations resting upon those 
whose chief end of existence is to glorify 
God are so vital, that men who are true to 
themselves and their better natures cannot, 
dare not attempt to get along without God 
nor without the Inspirations promised in his 
appointed placés. 

What are the results to be expected in our 
lives if we are faithful to God in the use of 
his appointed places and means of grace 
negatively? It will always be a great trial 
and disappointment’ when hindered in any 
way from attendance. This was David's ex- 
pressed experience: ‘‘ My soul longeth, yea 
even fainteth for the courts of the Lord.” 
But positively we are ty’ expect as a’ result 
of our being in touch with the strength and 
beauty of God's house, and of our obtaining 
somewhat of these gifts and graces in our 
own character, that sin will lose much of its 
charm and hold upon us.

WO royal princes, grandsons of the 
Austrian emperor and sons of Prince 
Leopold of Bavaria, are sailing next 
week from Hamburg for the United 
States for the purpose of taking in the 
St. Louis exhibition and of touring in this 
country. After spending two or three months 
here they will go on to AustraHa, from there 
to Japan and China, returning home via 
Java, Cochin-China. India, and Egypt. , 
As they are apparently destined to prove 
the only scions of European royaity who will 
cross the Atlantic this summer, it may be 
hoped that they will, in spite of their travel- 
ing incegnito,. receive a little more atten- 
tion than their cousins, Prince and Princess 
Rupert of Bavaria, who were in the United 
States for a number of weeks last summer, 
the princess becoming seriously ill in New 
York and lying there at death's door for 
several days without anybody save about 
a dozen people here being aware of their 
presence. Yet Prince Rupert is the heir 
presumptive to the throne of Bavaria, a 
member of probably the oldest sovereign 
house in Europe, and were it not for the 
act of settlement passed by the English 
parliament 200 years ago, vesting the Brit- 
ish crown in the protestant house of Han- 
over and barring therefrom the Catholic 
dynasty of Stuart, would today be prince 
of Wales. Indeed, he is hailed as such by 
the members of the legitimist or White Rose 
society in England. 


Whereas Prince Rupert is the son of the 
eldegt son of the aged prince regent of Ba- 
varia, the Princes George.and Conrad are 
the only boys of the regent’s younger son, 
Field. Marshal Prince Leopold. The one is 
24 years of age, the other 22; they hold com- 
missions as Heutenants in Bavarian infan- 
try regiments, and their mother is the Arch- 
duchess Gisela, eldest daughter of Emperor 
Francis Joseph, and of his murdered em- 
press.

Hence, if we leave out 
of the account the separate memories of nerves and muscles, and consider 
merely cerebral memory, or the memory of the brain, we find that, in the 
words of M. Ribot, there is not one memory but many memories. 

The best proofs of the correctness of this theory lie in the occasional 
lapses of memory from which we all suffer at times, but which, when 
they take place on an extended scale, are dignified with the name of 
aphasia. The different kinds of aphasia have lately been systematically 
studied by Wernicke, Kussmaul, Charcot, Déjérine, and others, whence 
it has been fownd that the loss of memory involved sometimes affects the 
power of writing, sometimes that of speaking, sometimes that of remem- 
bering the form of written or the sound of spoken word, and that parallel 
differences may sometimes be observed in the case of musical sounds. But 
these defects have all been discovered to correspond with lesions of some 
particular part of the brain corresponding in their turn to the centers in- 
dicated by Broca and his successors, and thus supplement the cruel, if 
necessary, experiments upon living animals, upon which he chiefly founded 
his generalizations. | 

Thus, to take only two instances, ‘Dr. Forbes Winslow has observed 
the case of a soldier, who, after being trephined, lost for a time the 
power of recalling the numbers five and seven, and Herr Heubner that of 
an old man who could only retain the memory of words repeated to him 
for a few seconds, and who was found after his death to be suffering from 


a softening of the brain surrounding, but not invading, the auditive center 


of language. 
From this we can, perhaps, gather the comforting asscrance that it is 


possible for every one to strengthen his or her memory by the most natural

But this phrase in the ‘ personal” column 
of the Sunday paper is only one side of the 
tragic. It has no voice of the other side 
which, if penitent, knows where to go, where 
to write, where to send the messenger of 
peace, where to come back to the bs 
Of the table, or to the dish of fatted calf. 
Thousands of the willful and the dis- 
Odedient and the erring may thus come back 
to the forsakem while hope is fresh and be- 
fore these beart cries are wrung from those 
in misery. But when hope has almost gone, 
the waiting one becomes the logical patron 
of the “personal” colymn, adopting the 
only logical method within the means of 
thousands to bring heartsease again. 

No genius perhaps ever might stage the 
tragedies of the “ personal” classification 
in the Sunday paper. It is too incoherent 
in its coherency ever to need the pen of the 
playwright.

Shopping in Gotham Makes Chicagoans Homesick 


EW YORK.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]~There are times and seasons 
when the Chicago woman in New 
York does not miss her native heath. 
> While walking up Fifth avenue, stroll- 
ing in Central park, or making the rounds of 
the restaurants and theaters she is con- 
soled for the absence of the Lake Shore 
drive, Jackson park, and the Auditorium. 


But when she goes shopping she is attacked _ 


with a feelisig of homesickness for which 
there is no consolation. New York City does 
not contain a single first class, complete de- 
partment store. | 
Perhaps the New York woman counts 
shopping a pastime, not an occupation, and 
so is content to go to any or all of the stores 
from Ninth to Thirty-fourth street and 
from Broadway to Sixth avenue before she 
gets what she wants. C 
many leisurely people In the shops—women 
and, curiously enough, men, too, even in the 
mornings. Is it possible that New York is 
producing a generation of mem who like to 
go shopping? 
But the Chicagoan born and bred to State 
street, if she has to go to store after store 
in widely separated blocks before she can 
match a plece of ribbon or get a certain 
quality and design of material, feels that she 
has wasted time and energy. 7 


Six Stores to Get Hat Frame. 


Recently, a Chicago woman went to six 
so-called department stores before she could 
get a white wire hat frame, although a white 
wire hat frame did not seem to her an unrea- 
sonable demand. In three out of the six 
stores she found a millinery section, but they 
did not sell frames. In one there was ho 
headgear whatever. In another they had 
frames, but only one of whiteywire. Noah's 
wife might have thought thatonein advance 
of the season; the Chicagoan did not. 

Ten or fifteen years ago women in the 
middle west often came to New York for their 
fall and winter shopping, because they could 
not only gét a selection impossible elsewhere, 
but could save their railroad fare on the dif- 
ference in price. : | 

Conditions have now changed entirely. A 
prominent New York buyers admitted that 
he had seen as large and fashionable selec- 
tions of stock in Chicago, St. Louis, and San 
Francisco as he ever saw in New York. He 
said that western merchants had as much 
money to spend, and sent as many and as 
capable buyers to Hurope. 

If equal in that respect, the Chicago stores, 
at least, are superior in many others. In the 
size and equipment of their buildings, in ar- 
tistie arrangement, both of stock and store, 


in system and service there is actually no 


comparison. 


Ten Years Behind the Times. 


Few of the buildings in New York are new 
or more than four stories high, the delivery 
and elevator services are slow, many retain 


the old cash boy system, and the cry of

many & wornfan back to the days of her 
youth, when she useil to wonder whether 
the clerk always spoke in that sweet, in- 
sinuaiting tone of voice. In fact, most of 
these stores are about in the condition of 
ten years ago, when they were the best stores 
in the world. But their owners, content 
with having gained that reputation, have 
forgotten to take measures to avoid losing it. 

Moreover, the stores with the best known 
names and the widest reputation for elegance 
and conservatism are those which have 
dropped farthest behind. Their conserva- 
tism has impeded their development. 

The experience of the wire hat frame is by 
no means unique. The stocks appear to be 
incomplete at all seasons. Even in the win- 
ter a_customer is constantly being told that 
the most ordinary things are “ out,’’ that 
they may be in *‘ next ~reek,’’ while after the 


middle of May th opper takes—not what 


she wants, but what she can get. 

Another Chicago woman after visiting sev- 
eral stores hunting a bonnet for her year old 
son at last found the style she wanted ina 
six months’ old size. The clerk said that 
was all they had. Would others bein later? 
The clerk did not think so. Could they send 
for it? No. They wouldn’t have anything 
new until fall. Discouraged, the mother 
gave up the hunt, and the boy will get his 
summer bonnet when the fall stock comes in. 


Stores Poorly Arranged. 


Everything one wants In New York is 
either “round the corner” or “‘ down the 
aisle,”” and this information is fmparted to 


. the questioner with a superiority and dig- 


nity that is chilling to the blood. A glass 
case of gloves in the front of a store leads 
to the natural conjecture that the glove 
counter begins at that point, but, as like ag 


not, it Is the abiding place of lace boas, or. 
parasols, and the glove counter is “at the” 


back of thé building.” Apparently the New 
York merchant arranges his store to suit 
his own fancy, not the convenience or pleas- 
ure of his patrons. 

It is, of course, only fair to say that the 
Chicago woman who is.the chief complaint 
maker has the disadvantage of being a 
stranger. The experienced shopper may 
know exactly where each thing is, and so 
lose neither time nor patience. Yet, con- 
sidering how large a percentage of shoppers 
are strangers, some concession might be 
made to their needs and limitations. 

None of the first class stores have ade- 
quate provision for the personal comfort 
of their customers, The rest and writing 
rooms are small and hot—spots one would 
rever thing of appointing as a meeting place. 
Reading rooms are unheard of, while tele- 
phones, telegraph blanks, stamps, and time 
tables, if obtainable at all, must néeds be 
searched for. There are no tea rooms or 
restaurants, perhaps because outside places 
to eat are so numerous in New York. 


. Artistic. Effects Missing. 
As to artistic effects tin: stores—there are 
none, _ The stock is apparently arranged 


haphazard, the aisles are narrow, the cell- 
ings low. In one of the best known Broad- 
way houses large coils of steam pipes festoon 
a plaster wall that once was white. Furni- 
ture and carpets, used in few places, do little 
credit to the taste of the one who chose them. 

The window displays are on a small scale 
and most conventional. Sometimes hand- 
some things are shown, but no attempt is 
made to carry out a definite idea or design. 
In one of the downtown stores curtains of 
the coarse Nottingham lace were draped 
over mirrors to make a background for sum- 
mer clothes. 

Nights, Sundays, and holidays all win 

curtains are closely drawn. , 
. Stylish as she undoubtedly is, the New York 
woman clerk is not so smart a person as her 
Chicago sister, who, better than many of the 
more affluent members of her sex, under- 
stands the fine art of appearance, the value 
of style and neatness in dress. Moreover, 
the Chicago clerk is one of a well drilled army 
whose members are paid to wait politely on 
every customer, no matter how trying or 
how small‘a purchasér. The average New 
York clerk acts as though it was real con- 
descension on her part even to acknowledge 
the existence of the person before her. 

The floor walkers do not give the impres- 
sion of being lieutenants with certain definite 
powers and duties. Occasionally they ask 
customers after they have waited many min- 
utes whether they have been served, but it 
does not necessarily follow that service is 
forthcoming. 


Rudeness Freely Displayed. 
A young woman refused to serve a Chi- 


cagoan one day because, as she informed 


the floor walker, it was time for her to go 
home. When she was forced to take the 
order, because no clerk could be found to step 
forward, she did it with an air which made 
the customer hope she would never be so 
unfeeling as to intrude in that store again. 
Another time two former Chicagoans went 
shopping and were so rudely treated in one or 
two places that when they did at last finda 


womarf with ‘a kindly smile they bought | 


everything she offered them, though they 
found after the things came home that they 
were not in the least what they had meant to 
buy. 

These are not the experiences or opinions of 
one Chicago woman, but rather a concensus. 
Nor are Chicago women the only ones who 
agree on this subject. Many actresses and 
others who travel wait until they get to Chi- 
cago to do their shopping. The wife of a 
prominent actor said she spent all her waking 
hours while in Chicago going about the State 
street stores and that her Husband com- 
plained because he could hardly get her to 
‘stop long enough to eat and sleep. 

More than one indignation meeting has con- 
sidered the advisability of prepering and 
sending to favorite Chicago merchants a peti- 
tion begging them to cone down and “ show

“Tt is well to consider some of the coloring 
Matter now employed by certain confec- 
tioners. Vegetable and animal dyes are ‘in 
General satisfactory, safe, and wholesome. 
Among these may be mentioned beet, cochi- 
neal, and madder for the reds, turmeric, car- 
ret, ahd saffron for the yellow, tndigo for 
‘the blue. Pure, green may be obtained by 
‘the proper admixture of the blue and yellow, 
i? it may be taken directly from the chioro- 
Phyl of leaves, especially from leaves of 
such plants as the spinach, Purple candy 
is colored with a mixture of red and blue. 
One of the most satisfactory pinks is ob- 
tained by extracting the coloring of the 
cranberry with alcohol. If candies were col- 
dred with vegetable substances only there 
would be far less cause for alarm.

Inanittios roceeding. Aniline dyes are all 
or poisonous, and ill te 
‘the human system. These dyes are coal tar 
products, During their manufacture they 
may become contaminated with poisonous 
metals, such as arsenic, copper, zinc, tin, 

end lead. ‘There is always the possibility of 
the presence of arsenic, since this metal is 
generally found in the sulphuric acid used 
in the preparation of the dye. The writer 
has in his possession nearly a hundred sam- 
ples of cloth dyed as many different shades 
and tints, from light pink to dark purple, and 
even black. These dyes are all of mineral 
erigin, and were taken from candy bought 
in the open market during the last year. 
The collection is an object lesson the sig- 
nificance of which ane be misconstrued.

ecsin. Like other eral dyes, it im s 

a permanent pink color to. wool, and, in ad- 
dition, sbows a peculiar greenish yellow 
when inspected by reflected light. It is the 
substance commonly used in the manufac- 
ture of red ink. Some of the pink chewing 
candy contains relatively large amounts of 
it.. Occasionally musk lozenges are met with 
that owe their beautiful pink color to eosin. 
Let the reader test the suspected candy for 
himself. If the-sample has been colored 
with eosin. half an ounce dissolved in hot 
water will.furnish dye enough to impart a 
permanent color to half a yard of woolen 
cloth or impart its peculiar hue to several 
quarts’ of water. Naphthol yellow is also 
ocedsionally met with. This yellow dye has 
markedly poisonous properties. A few of 
the cheaper fruit-drops are dyed green by 
a mixture of yellow and blue aniline, but 
the majority are of good quality, colored with 
pure vegetable coloring matter. The writer 
has failed to find pistache candy containing 
injurious substances. 

“The principal thought of some candy man- 
ufacturers is volume of product which can be 
sold at half the price of a good article; the 
tendency of the retailer is to dispoge of as’ 
large quantities as possible at increased prof- 
its, while the consumer frequently has no 
ideas at all on the subject unless from 4 
gastronomic point of view.

These are only one or two of Prof. Blondlot’s' 
recent experiments, which, when carried further, may be 
expected to yield some astonighing results. He has found 
that the rays can be transmitted by a copper wire, which 
makes an excellent conductor for them. Thus, if they have 
any relation to telepathy, the time may yet arrive when 
thoughts can be telegraphed. :

Si Indian squaws cooked their food. Well, I'll tell you and 
7, <o nt then you can see how you would have liked that kind of a 
cook stove. While the squaw was mashing the corn or 
nuts that she was going to cook, the children gathered the 
dry leaves and twigs to start the fire with. They put them 
on the top of a pile of stones. You will see why later, Now 
_everything was ready to start the fire. The squaw had no. 
: matches so she took two pieces of stone (flint) and struck 
Rr pe them together until she got a spark. You all have seen 
the sparks come from the street when the horse’s hoof 
struck the stones. This is the kind of a spark that the 
squaw makes to light her fire with. Ask your grandmother 
or grandfather or any very old man to tell you if they re- 

member how fire used to be made with flint. 

_ After the fire was made how do you suppose she did 

her cooking She had no pots, pans or kettles. So she 
filled one of her baskets with water. I hear you laugh but § 
it is true. Some of these baskets she had made so fine 
and tight that they did not leak at all while others had 
ito be covered over with pitch or gum that was made 
‘from the sap of trees. Now what do you think she did? 
“Put the basket on the fire?” O, nol! because it would 
burn up. She put the stones which the children had 
piled up under the fire one at a time in the water and 
as each would get cold she took it out and put in another 
hot one until her water got so hot that it began to boil. 
Then she was ready to cook her corn or nuts or any- 
thing that she wanted. The picture shows her dropping 
the stones into the water.
